Our Useful Handy Book Information. 


Paragraphs marked “a” apply only to back-plastered 
walls without sheathing. 


Paragraphs marked “b” apply only to walls with 
sheathing. 


All other paragraphs apply to both forms of construc¬ 
tion. 


Materials. 


1. Cement.—The cement shall meet the requirements 
of the Standard Specifications for Portland Cement of 
the American Society for Testing Materials, (Standard 
No. 1, Association of American Portland Cement Manu¬ 
facturers.) 


2. Fine aggregate shall consist of sand, crushed stone, 
or gravel screenings, graded from fine to coarse, passing 
when dry a screen having one-eighth inch diameter holes, 
shall be preferably of silicious materials, clean, coarse, 
free from loam, vegetable or other deleterious matter. 


3. Lime.—The lime shall be thoroughly hydrated eith¬ 
er by the manufacturer, or the contractor. If hydrated 
by the contractor, it shall be slaked in sufficient water 
to make a soft paste and allowed to stand at least one 
week before being applied to the wall. 

4. Hair or Fibre.—There shall be used only first qual¬ 
ity long cow hair, free from foreign matter, or a long 
cocoanut fibre well combed out. 

5. Coloring Matter.—Only mineral colors shall be used, 
but no coloring matter which is affected by lime, Port¬ 
land cement or the elements is permissible. 

6. Water shall be clean, free from oil, acid, strong 
alkalies or vegetable matter. 


Preparation of Mortar. 

7. Mixing.—The ingredients of the mortar shall be 
thoroughly mixed to a uniform color, sufficient water 
added to obtain the desired consistency, and the mixing 
shall continue until the cement and lime are uniformly 
distributed and the mass is uniform in color and homo¬ 
geneous. 

The hair or fibre shall be added during the process of 
wet mixing. 

8. Measuring Proportions.—Methods of measurement 
of the proportions of the various ingredients, including 
the water, shall be used which will secure separate uni¬ 
form measurements at all times. All proportions stated 
are by volume. A barrel of cement shall be assumed 
to contain 3.8 cubic feet. Lime when used shall be 
measured in the form of putty. Hydrated lime shall be 
made into putty before being measured. A cubic foot of

lime putty contains .31 cubic feet of hydrated lime weigh¬ 
ing 45 pounds and .69 cubic feet of water weighs 43 
pounds. 

9. Quantity.—There shall not be mixed at one time 
more mortar than will be used within one hour. Mortar 
which has begun to stiffen or take on its initial set shall 
not be used. 

10. Hand Mixing.—The mixing shall be done on a 
water-tight platform and the materials shall be turned 
until they are homogeneous in appearance and color. 

11. Consistency.—The materials shall be mixed so as 
to provide sufficient water to insure a proper bonding 
and a dense mortar free from voids. 

12. Retempering.—Retempering mortar, i. e., remix¬ 
ing with water after it has partially set, shall not be 
allowed. 


Mortar Coats. 


23. Plaster.—(a) The first coat shall contain not more 
than two and one-half (2%) parts of sand to one (1) 
part of Portland cement by volume. If lime putty is 
added, it shall not be in excess of one-third (%) of the 
volume of cement. Hair or fibre may be added in suffi¬ 
cient quantity to bond the mortar. 


(b) The first coat shall contain not more than two and 
one-half (2V 2 ) parts of sand to one (1) part of Portland 
cement by volume. If lime putty is added it shall not be 
in excess of one-third (%) of the volume of cement. No 
hair, fibre or similar material of any kind or in any 
quantity shall be added to the mortar. 


For second coat, the proportion of sand to cement 
shall not be greater than 2 y 2 to 1 by volume, nor shall 
more than one-third part of lime putty be added. 


For third coat, the proportion of sand to cement shall 
not be less than 2% to 1, by volume, nor shall more than 
one-third part of lime putty be added. 

24. Waterproofing.—When a special waterproofing is 
to be added to mortar for stucco work, it shall be added 
in strict accordance with the specifications of the manu¬ 
facturer. Lime should be omitted in the coat in which 
waterproofing may be used. 


25. Application.—The plastering should be carried on 
continuously in one general direction, without allowing 
the plaster to dry at the edge. If it is impossible to 
work the full width of the wall at one time, the 3 oint 
should be at some natural division of the surface, such 
as a window or door.

(a) The first coat shall be applied to the outside of 
the lath and pushed through sufficiently to give a good 
key. Over the face of the studs the plaster shall be 
forced well through the lath in order to fill entirely the 
space between the lath and the stud. The backing coat shall 
be applied to the back of the lath and shall be thoroughly 
troweled so that the lath shall be entirely covered. The 
final coat shall be applied to the face of the first coat. 

(b) The first coat shall be applied to the lath and 
thoroughly pushed through against the inside water¬ 
proofing so as to completely imbed the metal of the lath 
on both sides. Special care shall be taken to fill all voids 
around furring strips and where lath laps. 

26. Roughing.—Soon after applying and before the 
initial set has taken place, the surface of the coats which 
are to receive succeeding coats shall be roughened with 
a saw-toothed paddle or other suitable device. 

27. Dampening.—Before applying mortar the surface 
of the preceding coat shall be thoroughly wetted to pre¬ 
vent absorbtion of water from the fresh mortar. 

28. Thickness of Coat.—(a) The first coat shall be 
at least %-inch thick over the face of the lath and pro¬ 
ject through behind the lath about %-inch. The backing 
coat shall increase the thickness behind the lath to not 
less than %-inch. The final coat shall be not less than 
%-inch thick. 

(b) The first coat shall have a minimum thickness 
over the lath at any point of not less than %-inch. The 
intermediate coat shall have a thickness of not less than 
J4 : inch or more than %-inch. The final coat shall have a 
thickness of %-inch when placed over an intermediate 
coat, or of %-inch when placed directly on the scratch 
coat. 

29. Drying- Out.—The final coat shall not be permitted 
to dry out rapidly and adequate precaution shall be 
taken, either by sprinkling frequently after the mortar 
has set hard enough to permit it or by hanging wet bur¬ 
lap or other material over the surface. 

30. Freezing.—Stucco should never be applied when 
the temperature is below freezing. 


Finish. 

31. Smooth Troweled.—The finishing coat shall be 
troweled smooth with a metal trowel with as little rub¬ 
bing as possible. 

32. Stippled.—The finishing coat shall be troweled 
smooth with a metal trowel with as little rubbing as

possible, and then shall be lightly patted with one of our 
No. 40 or 41 Dash Brooms to give an even, stippled sur¬ 
face. 


33. Sand Floated.—The finishing coat, after being 
brought to a smooth, even surface, shall be rubbed with 
a circular motion of a wood float with the addition of 
a little sand to slightly roughen the surface. This float¬ 
ing shall be done when the mortar has partially set. 

34. Sand Sprayed.—After the finishing coat has been 
brought to an even surface, it shall be sprayed with one 
of our number 43 or 44 Dash Brushes—dipped into a 
creamy mixture of equal parts of cement and sand, mixed 
fresh every 30 minutes and kept well stirred in the bucket 
by means of the Dash Brush. This coating shall be 
thrown forcibly against the surface to be finished. This 
treatment shall be applied while the finishing coat is still 
moist and before it has attained its final set, i. e., within 
3 to 5 hours. To obtain lighter shades add hydrated lime 
of 5 to 15 per cent of the volume of the cement. 

35. Splatter Dash or Rough Cast.—After the finishing 
coat has been brought to a smooth, even surface and 
before attaining final set, it shall be uniformly coated 
with a mixture of one part cement and two parts of sand 
thrown forcibly against it with our No. 44 Dash Brush to 
produce a rough surface of uniform texture when viewed 
from a distance of 20 feet. Special care shall be taken 
to prevent the rapid drying out of this finish. 

36. Pebble Dash.—After the finishing coat has been 
brought to a smooth, even surface, and before attaining 
initial set, clean round pebbles or other material as se¬ 
lected, not smaller than ^-inch or larger than %-inch, 
previously wetted, shall be thrown forcibly against the 
mortar with our No. 42 Dash Brush so as to embed them¬ 
selves in the fresh mortar. They shall be distributed uni¬ 
formly over the surface of the final coat and may be 
pushed back into the mortar with a clean wood trowel, 
but no rubbing of the surface shall be done after the 
pebbles are embedded. 

38. Mortar Colors.—When it is required that any of 
the above finishes shall be made with colored mortar, 
not more than 6 per cent of the weight of Portland ce¬ 
ment shall be added to the mortar in the form of finely 
ground coloring matter. 

A predetermined weight of color shall be added dry to 
each batch of dry fine aggregate before the cement is 
added. The color and fine aggregate shall be mixed 
together and then the cement and lime mixed in. The 
whole shall then be thoroughly mixed dry by shoveling 
from one pile to another through a ^-inch mesh wire 
screen until the entire batch is of uniform color. Water 
shall then be added to bring the mortar to a proper 
plastering consistency.

Amount of Mortar to Lay Brick 

How often are you asked how much mortar it takes to 
lay a thousand brick? How often have you had to call 
up some mason-contractor and ask how much sand and 
cement and lime it took to lay a thousand brick and 
how many a man could lay in a day? The knowledge is 
something you ought to have. It is called for nearly 
every time you attempt to convince a prospective home 
builder that brick is really cheaper than frame construc¬ 
tion, and ignorance of these seemingly vital points in 
your argument cannot fail to have its effect upon the 
customer. There is a good chance that some of those 
frame house builders would have built in brick, had you 
been able to give them the information at the time they 
asked for it. The following table is published by the 
Building Age, and has been found accurate by mason 
builders. , „ . . , 

Joints ft require 8 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

Joints 4 require 10 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

Joints & require 12 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

Joints % require 15 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

Joints y 2 require 18 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

Joints % require 22 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

Joints % require 26 cubic ft. of mortar to the 1,000 brick. 

These figures apply to both common and face brick, 
spread joints. 

To lay 1,000 brick in lime mortar, with proportions 
of one of lime to five of sand, and joints % to y 2 inch will

These prices include hod carriers’ and 
mortar-mixers’ wages, which are about half those paid 
the bricklayers.
